Jugo-Slavs Are Grave. 

The gravest view is taken by the 
Jugo-Slav. delegation here.

Strategic Points of Power. 

If Italy held Fiume, Zara, Valona, 
and Corfu it would have absolute mas- 
tery of the sea and an overwhelming 
preponderance in the eastern Mediter- 
ranean, * 

Besides being astounded because the 
league of nations did not interfere in 
the seizure of Corfu, the Jugo-Slavs 
are worried over France's support of 
Italy in the Greek row, which is gen- 
erally regarded as due to Premier 
Poincare’s desire to wean away Italy 
from Great Britain in the Ruhr and 
reparations issues. 

But a graver point is the fact that 
the little entente is in disaccord over 
its policy towards Italy. Roumania 
flatly refuses to support Jugo-Slavia 
in any operations against Italy. The 
Bucharest government is close to 
Rome, not forgetting how Italy sup 
ported Roumania solidly when Buda- 
pest was occupied against the wish of 
France and England in 1919.

Japan Votes $265,000,000 Relief. 

OSAKA, Sept. 9.—[By the Associated 
Press.]—The Japanese government has 
appropriated 530,000,000 yen ($265,000,- 
000) for relief work. This decision by 
the cabinet at Saturday's sitting repre- 
sents the greatest relief measure in 
the history of world disasters. Ap- 
proval of the privy council and the 
prince regent is all that is necessary 
to permit the carrying out of the im- 
mense project or reorganizing the 
devastated areas and rehabilitating 
millions. of homeless and. unemployed 
people. 

Foreign relief is pouring in. pre, 
saging a remarkably quick recovery. 
in view of the extent of the tragedy. 
It is officially reported now that 300,000 
buildings in Tokio have been destroyed 
and that 600,000 persons are homeless 
there. These reports now place the 
dead in Tokio at 35,000. a 

Many Tokio refugees, who sought 
shelter in Ueno park, lacking food and 
water, have gone insane or committed 
suicide.
